“The general title to the act is 
one which js broad and comprehen - 
sive and coversiall legisiation ger- 
mane to the general subject stated. 
The title may cover more than the 
body but it must not cover less. It 
need not index the detaflg of the 
act, nor give a synopsis thereof.” 

In this particular cage he said 
the caption of the act provides that 
the purpose of the act is to prohibit 
the teaching of evolutionary sub- 
jects in the publie schools of the 
State.

The assistant superintend- 
ents were appointed because they 
were qualified experts, experienced 
in the service of the St. Louis school 
system, and had helped bring it to 
the high point of efficiency which 
it formerly occupied. The St. Louis 
schools are entitled to the joint 
wisdom of these assistant superin- 
tendents. 


“The result, in my opinion, is 
that in abolishing these regular 
group conferences, our public 


school system has been deprived of 
some of the valuable services of 
men and women who, through 
years of study and experience, are 
in a position to be of great benefit 
to our school system. Such a sys- 
tem discourages and tends to ren- 
der less efficient the persons con- 
nected with the public schools, be- 
cause it removes incentive and col- 
laboration essential to good ‘work 
and further tends to establish a 
one-man control. 

“These constitute the principal 
reasons why I do not favor Mr. 
Maddox's’ re-election. I have 
reached these conclusions as a re- 
sult of the work I have been called 
upon to perform upon the board 
and on its committees, as a result 
of my observation of our superin- 
tendent’s work, and of my observa- 
tion and contact in school rooms 
and elsewhere, having visited over 
125 schools in the almost three 
years during which I have been 
on the Scnool Board. Many in- 
stances have combined to compel 
the conclusion above stated. 

‘IT am authorized by Mrs. B. F. 
Bush, another member of the board, 
now in Europe, to say that she con- 
curs in my views.’’ 


Has served Loyally. 


Henry F. Fahrenkrog, chairman 
of the Committee on Instruction, 
made the speech naming the super- 
intendent for re-election.

He has played 
no favorites: no considerations of 
political influence nor of social 
prestige have swayed him in his of- 
ficial relationships. Under his 
leadership our public school system 
has gone forward with the growth 
of the city, and has kept its rank 
in the very forefront of the school 
system of this country sand of the 
world.

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LAYS DELAY TO

SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., July 15.-- 


President Coolidge has assumed 
direct charge of negotiations with 
the other powers and is attempting 
to create a situation in China which 
will warrant and make _ possible 
early conferences on both customs 
duties and the surrender by the 
powers of extra-territorial rights. 

In clarifying further the method 


by which the Chinese, issue is be- 
ing approached, a spokesman for 
the administration issued an offi- 
cial denial yesterday that an un- 
derstanding has been reached by 
the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan ona plan of joint action 
in the Far East. 

There is, according to the spokes- 
man, no agreement whatever of the 
nature suggested by reports fror 
Tokio. The United States is di- 
recting its efforts toward brining 
about action by all the powers 
signatory to the nine-power pact 
of the Washingtor arms confer- 
ence along the lines laid out in the 
arms conference declarations. 

The other phase of the American 
policy is to insist obviously by ex- 
erting all available pressure to bear 
on China. that the Oriental naticn 
take adequate steps to protect for- 
eigners and to create conditions 
which will give the powers some 
assurance that they can proceed 
with the arms conference prograin. 

All Signatories Consulted. 

The President's spokesman 2m- 
phasized that the three nations had 
entered into no arrangement for 
joint action of any kind other “han 
action under the Washington con- 
ference commitments. In verifica- 
tion of dispatches from Swamp»- 
scott it was announcel that the 
State Department is communicating 
with all the signatories of the 
Washington treaties, rather than 
merely Great Britain and Japan. 

President Coolidge told callers 
yesterday he naturally hopes for an 
early adjustment of differences in 
China, but could not name a date 
for the convening of the _ extra- 
territoriality conference. He takes 
it for granted that this conference, 
which the arms conference provid- 
ed by resolution, will be held, but 
feels the time is dependent upon 
conditions. The President, it is un- 
derstood, is inclined to credit France 
responsibility for the delay in hold- 
ing the extra-territorial conference, 
as well as that on customs to 
France, because of the tardiness 
with which that nation ratified the 
work of the Washington confer- 
ence. 

It has been pointed out here that 
the conference on extra-territorial- 
ity might have been -held shortly 
after the arms conference. ad- 
journed, since it was based on a 
resolution adopted there. Mr. Cool- 
ldge, however, takes the view 
that such a conference would not 
have been practical until the last 
of the signatory Powers sanctioned 
the work of the Washington gath- 
ering. 

Rejects Butler's Suggestion. 

President Coolidge feels there Is 
no need for the Government. to 
follow the suggestion of Dr. Nicho- 
las Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia University, that the Unit- 
ed States have a representative at 
the League of Nations to inform 
the State Department of the work 
being done at Geneva. 

While the President regards. the 
suggestion with interest, he point- 
ed out to visitors at White Court— 
explaining there was nothing face- 
tious in his remarks—that jt might 
be as surprising to Dr. Butler to 
discover how much information 
this Government had on the work 
of the league as it was for him 
to go to Geneva and learn what 
the league is doing. 

An interesting revelation made 
by the President was that Cabinet 
members will begin to drop in at 
Swampscott before long and that 
the entire offiical family will have 
been here before the end of the 
summer. This discloses the extent 
to which he is studying domestic 
questions in order to give Congress 
a constructive program next winter. 

He wil ‘k Congress to take the 
departmental reorganization bill 
out of the pigeonhole and pass it 
without further delay. A spokes- 
man pointed out today that Mr.

That egregious Outlander, hap- 
pily anonymous and _ forgotten, 
started something which his copy- 
ists have kept a-gotng. He set in 
motion the silly stories detailing 
the alleged boyhood cruelties prac- 


ticed by Frank and Jesse James. 
Never having touched Missourlt 
soik probably fearing tmat even if 
he dared try to cross the State 
aboard a railway tratn he might 
be caught, killed ana scalped by 
the Jameses, he sat in the safety 
of his Eastern eyrie and gazed 
from afar upon the simple lives of 
two Missouri farm lads, his own 
ferocious imagination transforming 
those average and ordinary boys 
into little ogres of brutality. 

Testimony of their old neighbors, 
including that of boys and girls 
who played with them, attended the 
same schools and churches’ and 
participated in social “parties” 
along with them, paints a picture 
altogether different. 

Frank and Jesse, we learn, were 
just like other boys. They were 
neither wickeder nor more saint- 
like than the average American lad 
who grows up in a rural commu- 
nity. They were healthy, hearty 
voungsters. They played like other 
farm boys everywhere; they 
romped and they wrestled; they 
went swimming in the creek; they 
built snow forts and achieved aver- 
are marksmanship as snowballers; 
they fought in earnest, as the other 
fellows did, when a playmate be- 
came aggressive or when they 
themselves picked fights and went 
after the other fellows. There 
was nothing whatsoever in their 
smali-boy careers to differentiate 
Frank and Jesse from millions of 
other lads growing up on American 
farms just before the outbreak of 
the Civil War; that is to say, noth- 
ing from the inside out. 

Missouri Invaded. 

From the outside in there was 
much to make their early experi- 
ences and impressions different 
from those of the vast mass of boy- 
hood in other sections of the Unit- 
ed States. It is to be emphasized 
that on the Missouri-Kansas border 
the war began about seven years 
before the South Carolinians fired 
on Fort Sumter. Roughly dating 
it, from 1854 to 1861, Western Mis- 
souri and Eastern Kansas were 
fighting each other with a ferocity 
and a fatality impossible of ade- 
quate descriptian to the present 
generation. 

Free-Soil Kansas settlers were 
invading the border counties of 
Missouri and carrying off slaves. 
Slaveholding Missourians, and 
many Missourians of the Border- 
Ruffian type who had no negroes 
but believed in the institution of 
slavery, were invading Kansas Ter- 
ritory and voting without warrant 
in the elections, hoping to make 
Kansas a slave State. 

Kansas Jayhawkers and Red- 
Legs, Missouri Border Ruffians and 
Bushwackers—the descriptive titles 
are suggestive. ' 

The border was a realm beyond 
the law. It was a narrow realm, 
yet by no means small in its effect 
and influence upon the abolitionist 
movement in the North and the se- 
cessionist movemebt im the South. 
It was exactly as natural as human 
nature that Missouri and Kansas 
fought each other. Kansas was 
being peopled by Northerners, 
many of them from New England. 
Missouri, along the western border, 
already was settled by Southerners, 
peopled from Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Virginia and other slave states. 
Slaves Seized for Ransom. 

When Emerson's “‘sublime fana- 
tic,’ John Brown of Osawatomie, 
set himself to the insuperable one- 
man task of eradicating slavery, 
beginning specifically in Kansas 
Territory, the border warfare al- 
ready was well in progress. John 
Brown was by no means the only 
man along the border who be- 
lieved himself to be above the law. 
There were thousands of others, 
in Missouri and Kansas, who from 
motives good or bad erected them- 
selves upon platforms of opinion 
and ictivity so far above the law 
that they could not see the Amer- 
ican Constitution nor the state or 
territorial statutes even with the 
aid of strong moral or mental spy 


glasses. 
Hell broke loose along the bor- 


der. In time the fight lost its dig-

soilism and slavery. It became 
largely a vulgar, vicious, vain con- 
flict, man to man, hand to hand, 
between the baser human passions. 
On both sides of the border line 
were many who made the warfare 
a matter of immediate personal in- 
terest-—as they conceived it. Kan- 
sans entered Missouri, seized slaves 
and sold them back for ransom. 
Missourians went into Kansas and 
killed Kansans who had seized or 
were supposed to be intending “to 
seize slaves. Kansans, on pretext 
of liberating negroes, invaded Mis- 
souri and stole horses, cattle, hogs, 


even chickens, carrying their loot 
to Kansas. Missourians retaliated 
in kind, though with a lesser meas- 
ure of success. Both sides of the 
kettle became coal-black. 


Jesse Born at Homestead. 

Kansans and . Misrourians am- 
bushed and shot each other. Mis- 
sourians and Kansans hanged each 
other to trees or to barn rafters. 
Robbery and murder were so fre- 
quent on both side of the line that 
such crimes c@ased to be _ sensa- 
tional news and became wellnigh 
commonplace events. 

Enter now, by your leave, the 
two little Jameses. Alexander 


as Frank, was hardly 10 years old 
when hell cracked wide open along 
the border; he was born Jan, 10, 
1844. Jese2 Woodson, Frank’s lit- 
tle brother, was about 7, having 
begun his unique career Sept. 65, 
1847. Jesse was born at the old 
homestead three or four miles ffom 


the smail village of Centerville, 
now Kearney, in a_ house still 
standing, in 1925, though consid- 


erably altered, enlarged and made 
over. Frank’s birthplace was a 
cabinlike domicile about three 
miles away. 

The parents of the James boys 
were from Kentucky. Both  be- 
longed to substantial pioneer fam- 
ilies whose forebears had _ trav- 
ersed the old Wilderness road in 
the long-drawn trek which resulted 
in the winning of the earlier West. 
Logan County was the Kentucky 
center of the Jameses. The Coles 
settled at and near Lexington, in 
the bluegrass region. 

Miss Zerelda Cole, born a cen- 
tury ago, had a mind of her own. 
Though educated in a Roman 
Catholic convent at Lexington, she 
married a Baptist minister. She 
would not permit religion to inter- 
fere with love. For that matter, 
love became her religion. In time, 
the element of hate entered and 
well-nigh destroyed her little 
heaven on earth, though Jove never 
waned: it waxed, increasing in its 
intensity from year to year until 
the end. She hated only those wh? 
hated those she loved, or who, 
through a sense of civic duty or in 
expectation of getting quick 
(though hardly’ easy) money, 
sought to harm her ioved ones. 


Robert James’ Romance. 
Robert James. was a student in 
an academy at Georgetown, Ky., 
when he met Zerelda Cole at some 
gathering. ‘‘Love at first sight” !s 
the brief recorded history of :hat 
meeting. Young James was in his 
senior year and was studying for 
the ministry, though not cultivating 
theology systematically. In those 
pioneer days many 4 youth was 
graduated directly into the pulpit 
from a small academic institution, 
or even from a puncheon-floored 
country schoolhouse, without hav- 
ing received a smattering of schol- 
astic instruction in theology. 
Robert and Zerelda did not wait 
until the young man’s graduation. 
They were married a short time 
after they first met. He was 23, 
she but 17. The young husband 
remained at his studies until the 
next spring. “His mother, widowed 
and rewed, had removed to Mis- 
souril. Less than a year after 
Robert and Zerelda were united, 
the young couple visited Robert's 
mother in Clay Counvy and liked 
Missouri so well that they made 
up their minds to remain. In the 
meantime Robert, ordained to the 


ministry. had become the Rev. 
Robert James. e 
The 24-year-old preacher Aac-

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ed Samuel farmhouse named for

1857. He was a -physician who 

also practiced farming, as the Rev. 
Robert James had aone. 

In the pioneer days there were 
many country clergymen who 
preached on Sundays and farmed 
during the week. Mr. James was 
energetic in both lines. He organ- 
ized two neighborhood congrega- 
tions, known as Frovidence and 
Mount Hope, which have withstood 
time’s ravages and remain as mon- 
uments to his pious zeal. He be- 
came known widely throughout his 
section as an evangelist, holding 
‘protracted meetings” or. “‘reviv- 
als” here and there and mustering 
many converts into tne fold. Jesse 
Edwards James, a Kansas City 
lawyer who is the only son of Jesse 
Woodson James, recalls the fame 
of his grandfather as a wholesale 
immerser of converts: 


Decides to Seek Gold. 


“T have had old men and women 
tell me of seeing him go into the 


water and baptize 60 converts at 
one time. At the time when my 
grandfather thus baptized so many 
without leaving the water my 
father, Jesse James, was 14 
months old, and he was held up 
in his mother’s arms and saw thé 
ceremony. Years afterward, when 
my father had returned desper- 
ately wounded from the _ border 
wars, he was baptized not very 
far from the same place.” 

After living for about 10 years 
in Méssouri and cultivating his 
farm by working hard between 
Sundays, #he young minister made 
up his mind to go to the California 
gold fields and try to acquire 
enough gold to educate his grow- 
ing family. He got almost nothing 
from his labors in the’ Master's 
vineyard. There. were three chil- 
dren. Susie had followed Jesse 
into the world after an interval of 
about two years. Jesse was not 
quite 4 when his father was ready 
to start the long trip overland. 
The child clung to his father. 

“Don't ga, pa; please don't go 
away and leave us!"’ Jesse is said 
to have pleaded, his tears falling. 
He made a great to do over the 
impending separation. The Ray. 
Mr. James looked at his wife, who 
looked at him. For a moment both 
were silent. 

‘“‘Zerelda,” he said, at last, “if I 
hadn't promised these other men 
I'd go with them, and hadn't gone 


to so much expense already, Id 
surely stay at home. Poor little 
Jesse'—he needs me. But you 


have the negroes to help you, and 
I reckon I ought not to back out 
now.” 

Little Jesse still clung, still pleail- 
ing. 

“Tt's all right, Jesse,” sald his 
father. “I'll come back home with 
lots of money and send you and 
Frank through college, and maybe 
you'll grow up to be great and 
good men. You'll have a better 
start than your father had, any- 
how.” “ 

He set Jesse down, said good-by 
to all, climbed to the seat of his 
covered wagon and set his direc- 
tion resolutely toward the Far 
West. They never saw him again. 
The caravan reached California and 
the golad-region nearly four months 
later. Less than three weeks after 
the journey's end came the final 
journey’s end for the Rev. Robert 
James. He took sick and die!.

Schooled in Religion. 


Tragedy first entered the old 
homestead when the news came 
from California. The young widow 
took another husband a couple of 
years later, but divorced him be-

was slain and Frank “came in,” 
stood trial, was acquitted and set- 
tled down to good citizenship. Like 
the Rev. Mr. James, Dr. Samuels 
was a Kentuckian of excellent 
family. 

Both Frank and Jesse were 
schooled deeply in the old-fash- 
joned religion. Every Sunday the 
family drove to church and took 
part in the worship. Sunday 
school, preceding tne sermon, 
found*the two boys and Susie pres- 
ent, singing the old-teme songs and 
reeiting golden texts along with 
the rest of the neighborhood chil- 
dren, 

Jesse James remained thoroug).- 
ly orthodox in his religious beliefs 
as long as he lived. This, perhaps, 
is a hard nut to crac«x: but, being 
a simple statement of fact, it goes 
down upon the record. He be- 
lieved in a personal God and ina 
personal devil—probably in a con- 
siderable number of tre latter. He 
accepted the orthodox Neaven and 
the orthodox hell, his faith being 
implicitly simple. He expected to 
go to heaven when ne died, for he 
believed that he had Jitved the best 
life he possibly could lfve under all 
the circumstances and that, there- 
fore, he was entitled to salvation. 
Mrs. Samuel testified at the in- 
quest over his boay that when 
Jesse left her home for the last 
time, less ‘than two weeks before 
he was shot down, he said to her 
at parting: 

‘Well, mother, if we never meet 
here again we'll meet in heaven.” 

' And, incidentally, nts faithful 
mother was comforted by the same 
belief.

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STANDARD OIL AND THE EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 


Like the Steel Corporation, Standard Oil voluntarily 
establishes the eight-hour day for its workers in the 
oil fields, an action which will probably be followed 
by other oil companies. Unquestionably it is more 
desirable for this to be done by companies of their own 
free will rather than for them to be compelled to do so 
by legislation. In this case there is no enforcement 


agents to be paid. While the Standard Oil decision 
was not preceded by the immediate agitation which 
preceded the Steel Coroporation's action or by any- 
thing resembling the stee] strike of 1919, still it was 
dictated by public opinion. 

Shortly after the Civil War American labor began 
to plead for the eight-hour day, adopting the idea 
that a worker is at his best when he works eight 
hours, plays eight hours and sleeps eight hours. It 
has taken a long time to drive the principle home, 
but now it is generally recognized that this schedule 
is not only humane, but economically sounder than 
the old 10 or 12 hour working period. Exhaustive 
studies into the efficiency of workers show that a 
shorter working day is often beneficial to employers 
in higher pressure and fewer mistakes. 

In the case of the steel mills the eight-hour day was 
long resisted. It meant higher costs and three shifts 
of men instead of two. But ordinarily, where the in- 
dividual’s efforts are to be noted in the finished prod- 
uct, corporations have been won over to the shorter 
working day as a matter of efficiency. 

It is possible the workers in the oil fields will not 
welcome a change in hours which reduces pay, even 
though the new rates constitute a relative salary 
raise. Unlike steel workers, they are employed in 
the open air and are engaged at tasks which are 
probably less destructive of vitality. Nevertheless 
they will soon become accustomed to the change and

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USING FLOWERS TO DECORATE

HE placing of an arrangement 
Tes flowers often determines its 

form: therefore the position it 
is to oceupy should be considered 
from the (first. The observer's 


arrangement. Some plan ook 
their best in a jar placed , the 
floor. Pond lilies never look so 
well as when floating in a shallow 
dish on a taboret or a stand that 
is lower than an ordinary table. 

Some plants or bouquets are 
most attractive when placed on a 
window sill and silhouetted against 
White lilies or golden 
glow light up a dark corner effect- 
ively. Drooping branches or vines 
arrange themselves naturally when 
placed on a mantelpiece or in bas- 
kets or other receptacies hung 
against the wall. 

If the walls of the room were 
thought of as the background for 
flowers and pictures, many de- 
signs and colorings in wall papers 
would never be chosen. The plain 
or soft-toned papers tn neutral col- 
orings make the best backgrounds. 
Various flowers suit various moods, 
different occasions, different rooms. 
The flowers that supply the most 
charming and intimate features of 
the home breakfast 
probably be out of place ata 
quet. 

No phase of flower arrangement 
is more constantly recurring than 
that of table decoration. There may 
be either a central! arrangement or 
at each plate, or, for a 
very special occasion, a combina- 
tion of beth. Little flat water cups, 
which cost only 48 cents a dozen. 
are very appropriate for certain 
flowers. For a small table one 
low, central composition is usually 
most desirable. 

For a long table there may be 
a central arrangement and others 
are subordinate.

Simplicity and fitness are guide 
words to use in the selection of a 
receptable for any decorative ar- 
rangement of flowers, and every 
homemaker, should have a large 
variety. This does not necessarily 
entail a large expense. Many ex- 
cellent containers may be obtained 
for less than a dollar. and some 
can be obtained without money 
and without price, being the con- 
tainers for olives, mustard, oil, 
ginger, or other commodities. 


These are much better thah the 
vases, ugly in line, unwieldy in 
shape, aggressive in color, over- 
loaded with decoration, that are 
manufactured to sell to the inno- 
cent and the unwary. The color 
or the decoration on the receptacle 
should be in accord with that 
which it contains echoing in color. 
line, or shape, but never vying 
with these. oat 


The province of the receptacle 
is-to serve; its highest use is to 
suppiement, to enhance, the beauty 
of the composition, as does the ac- 
companist the song, as does the 
frame the picture, as does the 
gown the woman. 


A suggestion for the color of 
receptacles may be taken from 
the natural environment of the 
flowers. Swamp orchids spring 
from gray-green beds of moss, 
delicately colored flowers of the 
springtime from the brown leaves 
of the previous autumn, and later 
summer flowers from the soft 
green tints of the sod land.

PARKING VIOLATION 
CONVICTION DISMISSED 


Judge Gayer Refuses to Sustain 
Fine, Holding Council Has 
No Regulatory Power. 


For the first time since the 
Traffic Council's new downtown 


parking rules went into effect, on 
June 23, an appeal from Police 


Judge Gayer followed his 


Dispatch on June 21, of holding 
the rule-making power of the Traf- 
fic Council to be unconstitutional. 

City Counselor Senti has said it 
was likely the.city might appeal 
to the™Bupreme Court of Missoyi | 
if the Traffic Council’s authority 
was not sustained. The Board of 
Aldermen, in the general traffic or- 
dinance, wave the council power to 
make rules which would have the 


Judge Gayer holds this to be an 
illegal delegation of legislative au- 
thority. 

The case today was that of John 
W. Milford of 3122A Maury ave- 
nue, an attorney with offices in the 
Pierce Building, who had been 
fined $5 by Police Judge Rosecan 
for parking three hours on the 
morning of June 27, in front of 218 
Chestnut street, where the new 
Traffic Council rules forbade park- 
ing for more than one hour in 
daytime. 

A policeman gave the only testi- 
mony before. Judge Gayer. Acting 
as his own lawyer, Milford entered 
an oral demurrer, arguing there 
was no ordinance forbidding pro- 
tracted parking In this block. The 
Judge called for the information 
blank, and upon finding that Mil- 
ford was charged only with violat- 
ing a council rule, he dismissed 
him, with this comment

DAYTON, Tenn., July 16.—Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, special prosecutor 
in the Scopes cade, after declaring 
last night that he would not speak 
on the question of admitting ‘teati- 
mony by scientific experts, changed 
his mihd today and addressed the 
Court this afternoon.

Bryan is now in a curious. posi- 
tion. Upon his arrival in 
more than a week ago he chal- 
lenged the defense in public utter- 
ances to prove evolution. He de- 
fied them and said they couldn't 
prove it, and knew they couldn't 
prove it. Now, when the defense, 
accepting the challenge, appears in 
court with a @ozen men summoned 
from the universities and laborato- 
ries of the country, Bryan asks 
the Court not to let them testify. 

Objection of Defense. 

The defense at the outset today 
objected to any more expert testi- 
mony being heard either in or out 
of the presence of the jury, con- 
tending that Dr. Maynard M. Met- 
calf's testimony had been  suffi- 
clent to show the type of expert 
testimony which would be offered 
ahd holding that it was all im- 
proper. Dr. Metcalf, of course, 
was not heard the jury and the . 
State moved exclude his testi- 
mony from the record. 

The argument against permit- 
ting further expert testimony out 
of hearing of the jury was simply 
that it was a waste of time. There 
was a deeper reason, however. It 
is almost impossible to indicate the 
profound effect which the great 
zoologist created yesterday after- 
noon. The State was overwhelmed 
bythe very volume of his knowl- 
edge. It immediately became evi- 
dent that any effective cross-ex- 
amination of sucha witness except 
by somebody else of equal learning 
in his field would be doomed te 
disastrous failure. And no such 
cross-examiner was available.
